ill lliilsboro, N. C. in January 1775 
and left there with his colonists 
March 1st 1775 for Kentucky 
under the guidance of Daniel 
Boone. The first pige of the 
diary is a copy of the General 
Law of England relative to the 
public lands in her colonies. The 
- ond page iu the interpretation 
of that law by the Attorney 
known on General of Fngland. Then comes 
scveial pages embracing a' contract 
with the members of his colony, 
two of whom sold their plant tions 
a id negroes to my great grand- 
1 father in order to go with this 
co’ony. I own those lands to-day 
by inheritance. Then the inci- 
dents ol the journey were given in 
a very interesting manner. But 
one that struck me very forcibly 
1 was that on toth of june there ap- 
peared at his camp one William 
j Fitzhngh from Fredricksburg, 
Va., who came to his camp t6 
purchase Some of his land, and 
brought the news of the battle of 
Lexington, which was fought on 
t;he 19th of April previous. At 
the present day such news 
would be Hashed to the whole 
! country tn a less number of 
; seconds than it required days in 
j those times. 

Henderson seemed to have had 
rouble over his lands. The State 
of North Carolina fought his title 
upon the ground that he was deal- 
I iug with the Indians instead of 
with the State. Virgin. a fought 
; his title upon the ground that if 
the boundary line was* extended 
between Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, it would be found that he 
was on the Virginia side of the 
line. The Tusearora upon the 
ground that the lands in question 
was as much their huntinggrounds 
as it was of the Cherokees, with 
whom he was dealing. 

Alter the Revolutionary war 
w-as over and the Virginia and 
North Carolina boundary lines 
had been determined, the state of 
Virginia compromised the matter 
with him. He was thesame Judge 
Henderson whom the “Regulators” 
took off the bench at Hillsboro 
and entered up the docket to suit 
their own views. I have letters 
from him to my great-grand father 
when they w ere youngsters, before 
ei ti er were married. He belongs 
to one of the most distinguished 
families of this State aud who 
are still distinguished. He seems 
to have gieatly depended upon 
Daniel Boone. 

Excuse me lor having digressed 
so far. Being interested in all 
that pertains to Boone and Hen 
derson, I allowed myself to drift. 
Indeed I think the route of 
"Boone Way’ - should be worked 
from Hillsboro, N. C. to Ken 
tueky.

jt doe. soem odd that more farmers and their sous linve not done seed 
testing tn the year* that have passed and saved themselves any amount of 
worry and bother and loss of time und money. Last season a number of the 
boys In the clubs used shelled seed corn that was bought or furnished them 
and lea rut d to their sorrow that It was poor seed. Their stand of corn was 
miserable, and at the very outset of the contest their ehuiicee for a prize was 
*«««. 

Many of the hoya In the boys’ corn cluba have learned their lesson and 
are busy these winter days. Home of them are prize winners of other sea- 
sons; others are tho fellows that have shut their teeth hard and are going to 
br again. Both kinds are going to teat their com so that there will lie no 
chance of a stand that will have to be replanted. 

The boys are using old boxes that can Is* cut down to the required size or 
they are making boxes from any old lumber that Is lying about tho farm to 
Oae for their testing boxes. Nothing tine or especially good looking is necea- 
4“fy. Just a shallow box about 10 by 15 Inches Is all that Is needed to test 
from 100 to 150 ears of corn. These boxes can lie mude laid the corn tested 
uow, while there Is no danger of Its getting In the way of any of the spring 
rush work. 

The nails which are driven into the edge of the box are an Inch apart so 
that string may be drawn across from both directions. Knob square Inch

SPROUTED HEED CORN. 

outlined by the string* la enough apace In which to plant six grains of com, 
and that Is enough to determine whether an ear of corn will do for seed or not.' 

In selecting the grains from each ear of corn that la to be tested remember 
that a grain should be taken from each of the different purts of the ear. This 
of course means running from butt to tip and around the entire olroumfer- • 
anea. As the six grains selected from tbe ear are placed In the moist earth 
or sand, mark the square and the ear with the same number so you will 
know which ears to keep and which to discard. 

When your testing box looks as far advanced as the one in the photo it 
will ba an easy matter for you to decide which enrg to keep for seed. If six 
strong, healthy plants oome from the sis grains planted you have a perfect 
•ar of seed corn. If four have come It Is questionable, l^ss than four means 
only half a stand at planting time, aud the ear must be discarded. 

The boys who are members of tbe boys' com dubs of Keutucky have 
made their fathers aud their big brothers who thought they knew everything 
about com growing sit up and take notice. There Is still a chance to tench 
them the value of tbe corn tester, so let each and every corn club boy test his 
oeed com this spring.
